A Practical Treatise on Labor. 

The coal-miners of Pennsylvania are noted 
for their powerful organizations, their numer- 
Owg strikes, their desperate character and 
theif treqnent lawlesaness. There are many 
able ma among them, but there are also 
plenty of demagogues. The grievances the 
miners hate labored under have been many; 
bat in the reckless way they have attempted 
to redress them they have been guilty of al- 
most innumerable outrages. In the conflict 
between labor and capital there has been 
grinding oppression on the one hand and 

brutal arts of ferocity and .cruelty on the 
other. Even in the attempts of the work- 
men to present their grievances they almost 
invariably go too far, and by overstating their 
case, and claiming too much, they damage 
their own cause. When they learn to respect 
the rights of others they will stand a better 
chance of having their own injuries made 
good. In the book before us that we have 
received from G. W. Carieton & Co., through 
J. P. Morton & Co., the author, H. B. Wright, 
has said much upon labor that is true; but 
also a great deal that is absurd and erroneaus, 
To give an instance of his weak style of sen- 
timent, he says: “Let the spaces and dis- 
tances, alike as to geographical limits and 
mental capacity, remain as God established 
them—Congo for the negro, and Asia for the 
Chinese.“ And, on the same reasoning, Eu- 
rope for the Ezropeans and America for the 
Americans; which may be a very pleasant 
doctrine enough for Mr. Wright now, but 
if applied sometime ago would have effectaal- 
lx prevented Mr. Wright’s appearance on 
his present stage of action. In another place, 
im denouncing arbitration as a flecting shadow, 
he writes: “The 's only course 
is to insist in what he sincerely and religious- 
ly believes to be right; and, by union and co- 
operation with his fellows, to make his de- 
mands appear respectable by their moral 
power as well as the universal strength with 
which they are backed. He must rely on his 
own strong hands, and the justice of his 
cause,” This wild talk of strength and 
strong hands sounds like athreat. Theau- 
thor may not mean it. Certainly, if he does, 
he will not advance te cause he pro‘esses to 
have at heart, Idle clap-trap and frothy 
rhodomontade will have effect among the ig- 
norant, but they will also cause right-thinking 
men to turn away in disgust.
